ZENO INTELLIGENCE AND THE WINGS OF MYTH: A VISION QUEST PARADOX 


In the summer of 2022, the lightning hit the volcano. 
Al place-machined me into a Star Wars realm of Creativity 
that seemed until then "in a galaxy far, faraway... ." 


But | quickly realized that Al alone couldn't encompass the depth of Natural Intelligence (NI) needed to bring my visions to life. 
This realization led me to introduce the concept of ZIntelligence, or ZI, a term that symbolizes the amalgamation of NI and Al. 
The "Z" in ZI stands for Zeno, the ancient Greek philosopher famous for his thought-provoking paradoxes. 


Zeno Intelligence not only represents the essence of Natural and Artificial Intelligence combined. Inspired by Zeno's legacy, 
Zl also signifies a mindset that values intuition, insight, questioning, and challenging conventional assumptions—a paradoxical frame of mind 
where contradictions coexist and the realm of the impossible merges with the possible. 


My ZI mindset flows from the origins of architecture. The first architects were not just builders but oracles and seers—astronomer-priests: 
spiritual stargazers! Seeking to decode the architecture of the universe: the visible and invisible, the cosmos without and within. 
Architecture began as a pursuit of truth and the construction of reality: a quest to see the truth then build the truth. 


Like the first architects, | quest to grok the World: understand profoundly and intuitively the Architecture of the Form & Story of Reality. 
And give artistic expression to my vision. | draw inspiration from the ancient Greek myth about the protagonist Joseph Campbell called 
"the hero of the way of thought" —the architect of the Labyrinth and Wings: Daedalus. 


Paradoxically, nothing gets at reality and truth more than fiction and myth, an insight embraced by the ancient Greeks. 
They applied the elixir—the essential principle or magic potion—of truth and myth to their architecture. 
Nowhere more heroically than in the building Le Corbusier revered most and praised in Toward an Architecture: The Parthenon. 


In their paragon atop the Acropolis in Athens, the ancient Greeks told a story through a building 
and presented the Rectangle as the Form of the World. 
Idealized beauty—an aesthetic system regulated by the integers of the Pythagorean musical scale: frozen music!— 
went hand in hand with a tale told by the sculpted frieze in the columns-supported entablature that wraps the building. 


The frieze depicted an annual religious festival to honor Athena, the city protectress, goddess of war, the arts, and wisdom. 
The cinematic frieze included scenes of human life and gods and goddesses, 
highlighting the close relationship in Greek cosmology between the human and the divine.

Throughout this book, myth refers to humanity's insights, perceptions, imaginations, dreams, and stories 
associated with the nature of life and our place in the world. 
The ancient Greeks imparted a mythical quality to the Parthenon. 
They presented an architecture paradoxically fact and fable. 
They conjured the Parthenon from the quarry of marble, metaphor, and myth— 
summoned the Parthenon from the cosmos of truth. 


Architecture—exemplified by creations like the Parthenon—embodies both the tangible and the mystical, 
acting as a bridge between the real and the ideal, the material and the metaphysical. 


My voyage to achieve a full-fledged architecture ZI has only begun, but my telescope sights the North Star.

Le Corbusier was conflicted about the presence of the 
dual dimensions of the Parthenon, which | described. 
Somehow, he couldn't see or feel, grasp or intuit, the 
indelible copresence of an Abstract Aesthetic System and 
Symbolic Image System. 


He couldn't hear the Parthenon's tonal assertion, rendered 
through Metaphorical Form: "The World is a Rectangle." 


= On the one hand, as conveyed by the title of his chapter in 


Toward an Architecture about the Parthenon, "A Pure 
Creation of the Mind," he said, "We are in the inexorable 
realm of the mechanical. There are no symbols attached 
to these forms." 


On the other hand, he referred to the Parthenon's 
"complex entablature rich in meaning." More in touch with 
Mind than Soul, Le Corbusier still knew deep down, as he 
said in the same chapter, "Architecture only exists when 
there is poetic emotion." 


Decades later, Le Corbusier had a change of heart. He no 
longer believed that "the inexorable realm of the 
mechanical" was sufficient to evoke poetic emotion. He 
learned that the Parthenon reverberates with more 
meaning, transcendent content, and mythic power than he 
first discerned. His new gaze propelled him to create some 
of the most symbol-abundant buildings of the 20th century. 


Architecture is a Pure Creation of the Mind and Soul. 


Le Corbusier gave us tangible proof. He captured the 
tension between mechanical precision and symbolic 
expression, dramatizing their artistic unity, in his 1953 
masterpiece: the Palace of Assembly at Chandigarh—his 
Parthenon.
